This is best done by making a paste of lime, 
soda and water., wetting well tho marble, 
and applying the paste. Then let it re- 
main for n day or so, keeping it moist dur- 
ing tho Interval. When this paste has been 
removed, tho polishing may begin . Chips 
in tho murblo should bo rubbed out urst 
with emery and wator. At ovory stage of 
polishing, tho linen and putty powder must 
be kept constantly wet.

GOIZOT'S ESTIMATE OF NAI'OI.EOX HI.—Tho

bp M. Guizot in March, isiio, in which Ihe 
Emperor Napoleon is thus described: "As 
to historical personages, you are quite right 
in considering him who at this moment 
occupies the scene n singular one. nnd m 
saying that unless people understand him 
thoy can understand nothing of what is 
going on. Never did a man exercise more 
influence over his age, and occasion moro 
events with less persona! greatness, whether 
of mind or of character.

Winter; but last year, not having enough of 
my own, I purchased soino of my neighbor 
that wan unhoused, made by a horso and 
cow fed with grain as well as good hay, find 
spread it in tho same quantity as I did u!y 
own in tho field where I planted corn, but 
the results were uot so perceptible last year 
as they were this, for tho quantity of corn 
was nearly tho sarno throughout the whole 
field. But this year.I sowed to oats and 
soodcd with grass. And when the housed 
manure was spread tho oats word stout as 
need to bo, but when the unhoused manure 
was put oa the oils wore uot more thau half 
as largo nud heavy as they wore in the first 
case, tho soil being tho same, and now the 
grass docs not look nearly as well. The 
cause of loss and failure I can attribute to 
nothing else than tho unhoused manure.—
